Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in 
public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in 
the United States. 

2. Claims 35-37, 46-50 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being ancitipated 
by Klinner (4512146). 

Klinner discloses: 
cl. 35: 

a forage treatment device (col. 8, In 40-41) comprising: 
a rotor including a support (12) & at least one conditioning element (ll); 
the at least one conditioning element (ll) comprising: 
at least one active part (20); 

a first connecting part having a first connection member (at bolt 23); 
a second connecting part (at flange 17); 

the at least one conditioning element (ll) capable of being held by the second 
connecting part only when the first connecting member breaks, i.e. prevents the at 
least one conditioning element (ll) to escape from the rotor; 
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cl. 36: 

the support includes a tube (see fig 1) and at least one connecting element (bolt 23 
or flange 17); 

cl. 37: 

the at least one conditioning element (ll) capable of being held by the second 
connecting part only when the first connecting member breaks, i.e. prevents the at 
least one conditioning element (ll) to escape from the tube; 

cl. 46: 

the at least one connecting element removably connected to the tube (flange 17); 
cl. 47: 

the first connection member comprises an articulation member of a pivot type (col. 
9, In 38-39); 

cl. 48: 

the at least one conditioning element (ll) capable of being held by the second 
connecting part only when the first connecting member breaks, i.e. prevents the at 
least one conditioning element (ll) to escape from the at least one connecting 
element (flange 17); 
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cl. 49-50: 

an agricultural machine comprises a mower (43).

3. Claims 38-45 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 
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Response to Arguments 
4. Applicants arguments with respect to claims 35-50 have been considered but 
are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
